AV.  (iiiind  MuNter  passiii^^-  tlu'ou^^li,  folhnvod  by  his  Grand  OftieerH 
and  was  received  at  the  phitforni  by  the  Boanl  of  Trustees,  who 
presented  to  him  tli(!  phm  of  tho  Chapeh 

Tlie  M.  W.  Grand  Master  (I.  W.  ro\vi:i.i,,  Esq,  M.  D.)  after 
lia\  inj^"  ascended  the  phitforni,  addressed  the  assembhitre  as  foUows: 

"Men,  woinen  and  chihlreii,  assembled  liore  to  behold  this 
ceremony,  know  all  of  you  that  we  are  lawful  Masons,  true  to  the 
laws  of  our  country,  and  professin}^-  to  fear  (rod,  who  is  the  Great 
Archit{;ct  of  tho  Universe  ;  to  honoi  tUo  Queen  ;  to  confer  l)eiie- 
lits  upon  our  l)rethreu  ;  and  to  practieo  universal  benevolence 
t(jwards  all  mankiiul. 

"We  have  amongst  us,  cout^.iied  from  the  eyes  of  all  other 
M  ill,  secrets  which  may  not  be  revealed,  and  which  no  man  has 
discovered  ;  but  these  s(  crets  arc  lawfid  and  honorable,  and  are 
])laced  in  custody  of  Masons,  who  alone  have  the  keeping  of  them 
to  the  end  of  Time. 

"We  admit  into  our  Order  only  Buch  ns  are  rei^rted  to  be 
good  men  and  true,  of  a  lawful  age,  good  morals  and  &ound  judg- 
ment. We  meet  upon  the  level,  and  are  C(^nstantly  instructed  to 
square  our  conduct  by  the  princii)les  of  morality  and  virtue.  Men 
of  every  class  and  rank  of  life  are  ei. rolled  as  members  of  our  an- 
cient and  honorable  fraternity ;  even  monarchs,  the  most  power- 
ful and  enlightened,  have  in  all  ages  been  activepromoters  of  our 
art,  and  have  not  thought  it  derogatory  to  their  dignity  to  join 
our  assemblies  and  participate  in  our  mysteries. 

The  lapse  of  time,  tho  ruthless  hand  of  ignorance,  and  the 
devastations  of  war,  have  laid  waste  and  destroyed  many  valuable 
monuments  of  antiquity  on  which  the  utmost  exertion  of  human 
genius  have  been  employed.  Even  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  so 
spacious  and  magnificent,  and  constructed  by  so  many  celebrated 
artists,  escaped  not  the  ansparing  ravages  of  barbaric  force. 
Freemasonry,    notwithstanding,    l''rs    still   survived.       The    at-

tentive  earroceives  the  sound  from  the  instructive  tcnj^ue,  itiulthe 
mysteries  of  Masonry  are  safely  h:)clf^eil  in  the  sacred  repository  of 
faithful  breasts.  Tools  and  implements  of  architecture  are  select- 
ed by  the  fraternity  to  imprint  on  the  memory  wise  and  serious 
truths  ;  and  thus  thronoh  successive  ages  are  transmitted  pure 
and  unimpaired  the  excellent  tenets  of  our  institution. 

"Unless  our  Craft  were  good  and  our  calling  honoral^le,  we 
should  not  have  existed  for  so  many  centuries  ;  nor  should  we  se(; 
to-day,  as  in  all  time  past,  so  many  distinguished  and  illustrious 
brethren  throughout  the  civilized  Vv-orkl  sanctioning  our  pioccud- 
ings  and  contributing  to  our  prosperity. 

"  Let  me  now  direct  my  attention  to  the  brethren  comjiosiiig 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  add  that  we  experience  peculiar  plea- 
sure and  gratification  in  attending  to-day  to  lay  the  cornerstone 
of  their  Cemetery  Chapel,  with  ancient ]\Iasonic  ceremony,  where- 
in is  to  be  performed  the  last  sad  tribute  due  to  the  brother  who, 
h.iving  finished  his  labor  here,  has  been  called  hence  by  the  irre- 
vocable fiat  of  our  Eternal  Grand  [Master.  It  has  been  a  custom 
from  time  inmiemorial  among  Masons,  at  the  request  of  a  brother, 
to  follow  his  corpse  to  the  place  of  burial  and  there  inter  his  re- 
mains with  the  usual  and  solemn  formalities  of  our  Order — there- 
by demonstrating  our  esteem  for  him  and  our  inviolable  attach- 
ment to  our  Order.  The  purchase  of  these  beautiful  grounds, 
and  the  care  already  bestowed  upon  them  are  convincing  proofs 
of  your  enterprise  and  attachment  to  Freemasonry  and  of  your 
afi:ectionate  determination  not  only  to  pay  the  last  sorrowful  tribute 
due  to  the  memory  of  a  deceased  brother,  but  to  provide  a  pro- 
per and  sacred  resting  place  for  all  that  remains  of  him  upon  eartli. 
What  serious,  sad  and  melancholy  refiections  are  forced  upon  us 
at  the  thought  of  death  !  And  yet  to  what  bright  anticipations  dt) 
the  great  principles  of  Freemasonry  direct  us,  as  a  consequence  of 
this  change  ;  and  were  it  not  for  the  assurance  we  have  of  the 
eternal  and  immortal  part  within  us,  how  sad,  blank  and  melan- 
choly would  be  the  ceremony  hereafter  to  be  performed  upon  this 
hallowed  and  sacred  spot  ?  The  opening  and  consecration  of  these 
mortuary  grounds  I  can  further  consider  as  a  good  exemplification 
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of  the  most  noble  touots  of  our  Onlor — Faith,  Hope  and  Charity^ 
Faith  in  (joti,  Hope  in  iuiniortality,  ami  Charity  towards  all  man- 
kind, brt  mure  csi)Ociaily  towards  our  brethren  in  Freemasonry. 
"In  thanking'  th'j  m;uiy  for  their  attendance  to-day,  let  me  })ar- 
ticidari/.o  our  hearty  appreciation  of  tlie  presence  of  a  sister  or- 
L;aui^;vtion— the  Odd  Fellows.  Their  mission  is  also  one  of  bene- 
volence and  charity  ;  and  their  association  and  co-operation  to- 
day is  most  •^•ratifyinu;"  evidence  to  their  cordial  sympathy  witli 
.  t'le  objects  of  our  present  assembla.^i".  I  will  now  proceed  to  lay 
the  Stone  with  3Iasonic  ceremonies — but  fir^t  let  us  invoke  the 
blessin,^;'  and  aid  of  Almi;^-hty  Clod."

I  am  to  glad  to  inform  you  that  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  our  Sister 
Provinces  in  the  Di)minion  and  tliose  in  the  United  States,  so  far  as 
heard  from,  liave  with  th(»  exception  of  one — the  Grand  Lodge  of  In- 
diana— accor-hul  us  a  hearty  recognition  and  warm  welcome.  This 
last  liame.l  (hand  Lod;."'  lias  n(;t  })ositively  refused  to  recognize  us, 
hnt  unlike  their  predecessors  "the  C/olonists  of  old"  will  await  the  action 
of  j'jii'dand  in  the  matter.  It  is  therefore  a  subject  entirely  for  the 
(ieveloi'inent  of  \\\o  futar.',  when  th(i  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  Scot- 
land and  Indiana  will  accord  u.i  Independence,  nothing  having  as  yet 
come  to  us  from  the  two  former  Bodies.  I  liad  the  honor  of  being 
I'rovincial  Grand  ^Mastei-  under  tiie  Scottish  Jurisdiction  in  this  Pro- 
vince for  a  number  of  years,  and  for  two  years  previpus  to  my  resigna- 
tion I  found  it  impossildo  to  obtain  any  correspondence  whatever  from 
h<'r.  As  yon  are  aware  I  resigned  my  Commission  upon  the  formation 
..f  t!iis  (h'and  Lodge  and  though  a  further  period  of  some  eighteen 
laonlhs  have  elai)sed,  I  have  not  yet  been  honored  with  any  acknow- 
!  (lg!n(mt  of  my  notice  of  r(>signation  and  certainly  I  have  yet  to  receive 
i'.ny  words  of  good  cheer  for  yourselves.  However,  we  love  our  Mother 
(rrand  Lodge  too  well  and  cling  too  fondly  to  old  and  highly  prized 
associations  to  (piestion  even  her  silence,  but  from  our  own  experience 
we  may  be  pardoned  for  inability  to  repress  a  smile  in  our  grief,  when 
^,e  hear  that  an  enterprising-  Sister  intends  keeping  us  out  in  the  cold 
until  slie  hears  a.boiit  us  from  tliat  "  dear  old  t[Uarter."

Union,  I;it<*  8!H),  E.  It.,  New  Wt'stniinsti'V,  by  ii  nniuii- 
int)ns  ivsolntion  of  \wv  inonibcrn.  resijufnod  her  Cliurter  nndiT  tlio  Grand 
Lod^L'  of  England,  and  is  now  wf)rkinK  in  xinity  and  concord  as  No. 
D.  of  tins  Jurisdiction.  Tlio  INTasonic  ti'rritcn-y  I  liad  tlio  honor  of 
alludin;,'  to  in  my  hist  annual  a<hlress,  as  havinfjf  Ixm-u  occupied  l\v  the

OFFICIAL  VISITA'L' IONS. 

It  gives  me  fU'cat  ]»leasnre  to  state  that  Liciieral  liarmony  and  satis- 
faction prevail  amoni<  the  Craft  in  this  Jurisdicliou.  During'  th(>  year, 
I  have  had  oi)portunitics  of  payin;;'  chieial  visits  to  all  the  liodi^es  in 
the  Province,  with  the  c.KC(>[)tion  of  one  -i'aril)oo  Lodg(>,  No.  4 — and 
was  only  ])re vented  from  attendinj^  this  one  (a  prosperous  Lod^e)  by 
reason  of  the  {j;reat  distance  and  tlic  dilllculty  of  reachi)ig  it  by  ordinaiy 
means  of  travel. 

On  the  i(Jth  of  May  I  visited  Victoria  Lod.t^o,  No.  1.  accon>j)anic;d 
by  nearly  all  the  Grand  Ollicers.  The  utmost  harmtmy  and  yood 
I'ellowshii)  which  ])reviiil(Hl  made  the  occasion  a  most  ])leas;)nt  oni . 
The  work  (in  the  ;}rd  Degree)  was  not  only  performed  well,  but  the 
general  management  of  the  Lodge  l)U.siness  evinced  a  determination 
on  the  part  of  its  officers  to  retain  the  i)restig(>  of  this  well-knowii 
pioneer  seat  of  Masonry.  On  the  lOth  of  July  I  visited  British  Colum- 
bia Lodge,  No.  5,  which  I  found  to  le  in  the  most  tionrisliing  (»)ndi- 
tion,both  in  respect  to  correct  work  and  linancos.  Books  of  thisLodge 
are  well  kept  and  that  belonging  to  the  Worthy  and  Worshipful  TrcM- 
surer,  I  considered  a  model. 

On  Hxibseqnent  occusions  I  visited  the  remaining  Lodges,  whicii  it 
woiild  almost  seem  an  act  of  superrerogation  to  particularize  ;  snlnce  it 
to  obrierve  that  I  was  received  with  honor  and  great  courtesy  by  all,  and 
there  was  but  one  feeling  of  loyalty  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  united 
determination  to  sui)port  her  dignity,  and  s(»cure  l/cr  future  succ(\ss 
that  i)revailed  throughoiit. 

On  the  150th  of  July,  accompanied  by  nearly  all  the  Grand  OlHceis. 
I  proceeded  to  New  Westminster  ui)on  the  invitation  of  Bi'ethron  com- 
posing the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Masonic  Cemetery  in  that  place 
to  lay,  with  the  honors  customary  to  our  Order,  the  Foundation  Stone 
of  the  Mortuary  Chai^el  belonging  thereto.  The  trip  was  made  the 
occasion  of  a  most  pleasant  excursion  by  a  large  number  of  Brethren 
and  their  families  fr(nu  all  parts  of  the  Province,  and  wa.«  most  satisfac- 
tory and  enjoyable  in  every  respect.  The  hall  of  Union  Lodg<>,  No. 
899,  E.  R.  (now  No.  9,  B.  C.  R.)  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  purposes  of  a  special  communication  and  the  Brethren 
of  "Union"  seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in  extending  the  most 
unbounded   hospitality   and   kindness,   not  only  to  tlio  Officers  of  the 
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( rraiwl  Lodj^e,  Imt  to  the  irain'M-oas  hrcthren  who  wore  with  us.  A

tnkeu  phico  iu  British  Co!iiinl)iii,  will  a[i[»(iir  in  the  minutes  of  the 
speciid  comiiiuniciitifju.

]»h'UHiii^'  feature  of  the  {jjoodclVcetsof  tliis  most  frati.'rnal  and  deliKlitfui 
,u:atherri!'jf  was  exhibited,  in  the  iiunieiliatf!  ai)i»lieatiou  of  Union  Lodge, 
E.  }{..  to  coiiH)  within  our  wilcome  fold  an  1  liecoine  a  constituent  part 
of  this  Ihuiid  liody.

I  regret  that  luovision  lias  not  been  made,  as  yet,  for  establishing 
a  prop(!r  Benevolent  Eund  upon  a  permanent  basis.  I  have  receive ". 
notice  of  certain  resolutions  to  in.  prijpo-.ed  in  this  respect  at  the  present 
communication,  by  our  worthy  and  ai'tivt^  (irund  Secretary,  and  I  have 
iio  doubt  that  any  scheme  wtiich  commends  itself  to  your  notice  in 
I'egard  to  one  of  the  great  pjineiples  of  our  Order,  '"  the  greatest  of  the 
three,"  will  merit  and  have  y(jur  highest  consideration. 

CONSTITUTION  OE  THE  ORAND  LODGE,  AND  BY-LAWS  OF 

PBIVATE  LODCJES. 

During  my  visits  to  the  dilh  rent  Subordinate  Lodges,  I  was  rejoic- 
ed to  hnd  the  general  .satisfaction  which  i)revailed  among  them  in 
resju'ct  to  the  laws  of  our  Coiislitution,  which  are  so  complete  as  almost 
to  render  By-laws  of  Lodi^cs  unncccssavy.  Some  trifling  amendments 
may  r>\ake  them  even  more  perfect  ;  but  even  as  they  are,  in  my  exjjeri- 
ence,  they  are  adapted  to  our  present  wants,  and  will  serve  us  in  this 
respect  for  some  years  to  come.  I  should  advise  the  adoption  of  a 
uniform  code  of  By-laws  for  the  use  of  private  Lodges,  a  step  -which 
would  not  only  ensure  uniformity  in  their  government,  l:)ut  would 
save  them  considerable  exi^ense  in  not  printing  separate  and 
distinct  sets  for  each. 

REPRESENTATIVES  NEAR  SISTER  GRAND  LODGES. 

I  have  as  j-et  refrained  from  following  the  practice  customary 
among  Independent  Grand  Lodges  of  ai)pointing  distinguished  Brethren 
to  represent  us  near  Foreign  Grand  Lodges.  In  this  I  have  been  solely 
influenced  by  a  desire  to  have  the  status  of  this  Grand  Body  very  gen- 
erally acknowledged,  first,  feeling  certain,  with  the  experience  I  have 
of  our  material,  that  it  would  only  be  the  work  of  a  short  time  until  the 
recognized  influence  for  promoting  Masonic  good  by  The  Grand  Lodge 
o/ /JrvZ/.s'/t  Co/««m^;/a  would  be  experienced  abroad  as  well  as  at  home. 
Still  a  recii^rocation  of  api)ointments  made  near  this  Grand  Body  is  a 
distinguishing  characteristic  of  our  Society,  and  of  that  sentiment  of 
Brotherhood  which  should  universally  pervade  the  Counsels  of  the 
Craft,  wherever  situate.  Should  my  sticcessor'sympathize  with  these, 
I  doubt  not  that  he  will,  with  your  approbation,  cultivate  the  friendship 
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filrofidy  i)r(>ll'('r(?<l  us  on  the  pirt  f>f  so  imuiy  illu.>ti'i')iis  (riMiid  Lodges, 
l)y  solicitin<^  and  cncouru^^iny  more  intiniato  reliitiuns  with  tljuni  in  the 
manner  I  now  ivfcr  to. 

Filially,  iny  JJrctliron.  the  duty  of  sniTcnderin-,'  forth"  liist  tiinolo 
your  kt'npiiif^-  the  sacrod trust  with  which  you  iiave  so  hiuddy  iionored  nie 
diiriiifj;  tliu  hist  year,  now  (h'volves  upon  lue.  I'ortuiiati.ly,  tli"  harmony 
Avhich  lias  prevailed  ^'enerally  amoiijjf  the  Craft  has  diminished  very 
much  any  ditlieiilties  wliieh  luif^lit  otherwise  have  presented  tliemscdvo'- 
in  my  attt^mpts  at  successful  ^^overnment.  Ad(U'd  to  iliis,  i  Iiavc  (!n- 
joyed,  for  which  I  am  oxeeedin^dy  f^rat.ful,  the  eordial  ussi^slanc(*  and 
eo-opoi-ation  of  my  (ri-and  (Jllii-er*  auil  witiiour,  wiiicli,  I  r"(d  tliat  f:',r 
more  exulted  oflbrts  tluui  1  am  eapul)le  of  i)iittin,';'  fiu'th  in  your  hehrtlf 
would  ])o  vain.  I  trust  that  the  sam(^  spirit  of  faitii  and  e;)nlid(Mi''e  ic- 
])osed  liy  the  Brethren  in  me.  m  iv  attend  your  e!io^  mi  ho  i  I  durine;  th  ,• 
(:omin!^  year  and  I  have  no  doulit  you  will  reap  far  .'-;rPaU,'r  fruits  at 
its  termination.  [  uin  not  by  any  m;!aii  la  htdiover  in  fro(iuunt  ehan.'^<  -, 
of  Grand  Mastorshii) — on  the  eontrai'y  1  sincei-ely  depr(!CMte  them  es- 
pecially in  a  comparatively  small  Masonic  C  )mnr,in:iy  such  us  ours  ; 
Imt  a  multii)licity  of  other  duties  dcmandin;'-  my  attention  and  the 
knowledge  that  there  are  othei-s  among  you  more  deserving  and  ]>!),- 
sessed  of  superior  capabilities  for  r.'ileeting  credit  ui)on  your  choic... 
prevents  my  entertaining  for  a  further  period  nu  honorable  and  ju^l 
usi)iration  to  a  continuance  of  this — the  highest  of  your  favors. 

If  I  havo  a  concluding  rcijiiest,  it  is  that  the  broad  folds  of  your 
common  Charity  may  cover  my  errors,  though,  withal.  ])erfection  is  not 
hnman.  The  Cornerstone  however,  f)f  our  littl<>  'L'emple  is,  J.  fe(d,  se- 
curely laid  in  the  hearts  of  faithful  craftsmen,  and  looking  forward  in 
the  future  perfection  of  tln^  superstructure,  if  1  were  witiiout  the  hope 
of  still  continuing  to  aid  in  the  gO(jd  work,  as  a  grateful  laboi'er,  thi 
resignation  of   mv  gavel    wouhl  be   indeed    uttcnided  with   sorrow   and

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free   and  Accepted 
Masons  of  British  Columbia. 

Your  sjx'cinl  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  resolu- 
tions proposed  by  the  V.  W.  the  Grand  Secretary,  beg  leave  to  report, 
tliat  they  recommend  that  the  said  resolutions  be  withdrawn  and  instead 
thereof  tliey  have  unauiiuously  agreed  to  the  following  resolutions, 
which  are  recommtmdcd  for  the  adoption  of  Grand  Lodge: 

"That  a  fund  of  Beuevolenee  bo  established  for  the  Benefit  of  the 
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Craft    in   this  Province,  and  that  the  Fuiul  be  solely  devoted  to  the 
purposes  of  Relief  and  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund. 

1.  The  Fund  of  Benevolence  shall  be  doi-ived  as  follows  : 

An  extra  levy  of  twenty-five  cents  per  month,  pavable  quarterly  in 
advance,  on  account  of  Grand  Lodge  Dues  sluill  be  made  upon  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Craft  in  this  Province  iin-.!  the  said  monies  shall  be 
collected  by  the  several  Secretaries  of  each  Lodge  and  paid  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  every  three  months. 

The  Grand  Secretary  shall  pay  all  monioo  so  received,  over  to  the 
Grand  Treasiirer  as  a  special  Fund,  as  follows  : 

Two  thirds  to  the  Fund  of  Relief,  and 

One  third  to  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund. 

The  Masters  and  Wardens  of  every  L;)dge  in  the  Province  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Relief  of  said  Lodge  and  shall  have  power  to 
draw  quarterly  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  the  pro-capita  rate  of  the 
members  of  said  Lodge  who  contributed  to  the  Fund  of  Relief,  and  any 
surplus  remaining  unexpended  at  the  end  of  the  Masonic  year  in  Novem- 
lier,  shall  stand  to  the  credit  of  such  Lodge,  and  said  Master  and  War- 
dens shall  have  power  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  the  extent  of 
three-fourths  of  such  extra  sum  not  drawn  in  the  following  year,  and  so 
on  ;  the  remaining  one-fourth  to  go  to  a  Fund  of  Reserve,  which  shall 
be  allowed  to  accumulate. 

The  Widows'  and  Or^jhans'  Fund  shall  be  distributed  by  a  special 
Board  to  be  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  iNIaster  at  the  annual 
session  of  Grand  Lodge  in  each  year, 

The  Grand  Secretary,  in  addition  to  his  otlier  duties,  shall  keep 
proper  accounts  of  the  sums  received  and  standing  to  the  credit  of  each 
Lodge  in  the  Province,  and  make  a  statement  thereof  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  conclusion  this  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  M.  W.  the 
Grand  Master  should  recommend  each  Lodge  to  levy  the  said  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  month,  in  addition  to  its  inonthly  dues.
